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FOHEWOED 

The  lowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  j\gri cultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  a^-ri cultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricul- 
tural organizatinns,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of 
change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time*     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  l-Torman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Sco*- 
nomics  and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  covipleted  on 
Official  project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Admini stration^  Official 
Project  665--72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  ajid  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  comiolete,

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IOWA  AGEICFLTOTAL  STATISTICS  -  WINi^iEBAGO  COUNTY 

Winnetago  County,  originally  a  part  of  old  Fayette  County,  was  estab- 
lished T/ith  its  present  boundaries  in  1851.     It  was  named  for  the  Winnebago 
Indian  tribe,  vrhich  at  one  time  occupied  a  portion  of  northern  lova. 

G-eorge  W.   Thonas  was  the  first  white  settler  in  the  countyo     In  1855, 
he  took  a  claim  and  settled  at  Rice  Lake.     Later  in  the  same  year,  John 
Mabin  made  a  claim  on  the -east  side  of  Lime  Creek  v/here  Forest  City  now 
standse    During  the  next  year,  many  families  made  settlements  in  various 
parts  of  the  county.     In  18575   several  Nori-^egian  families  arrived  and  were 
later  joined  by  many  more  of  their  countrymen.     In  1856,  Judge  Robert  Clark 
platted  Forest  City  on  the  west  bank  of  Lime  Creek,  half  a  mile  from  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  county.     The  county  was  formally  organized  in  the 
fall  of  1857,  and  in  1858  the  county-seat  was  located  at  Forest  City,  ij 

The  Minneapolis  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  was  the  first  railroad  in  the 
county.     The  first  brain  ran  through  Forest  City  in  December,   1879,  2/ 

Area 

Winnebago  County  is  17  by  24  miles  in  extent,  embracing  399  square 
miles  3/5  or  255,360  acres.     Of  this  number,  251,611  acres  are  farm  land,  4/ 
There  are  twelve  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixty-seventh  in 
point  of  size  in  the  State,   sharing  this  place  with  Worth  County. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Winnebago  County  are  grouped  into  three  classes  according 
to  their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  terrace^  and  swamp  and  bottomr- 
lando     The  drift  soils  cover  83.9  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Clarion  loams — 73,2  percent,  and  Webster  clay  loam — 10,7  percent.  The 
terrace  soils  cover  2.5  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Waukesha 
loam — Ic 7  percent,  and  Fargo  silt  loam — 0^8  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom- 
land soils  cover  13.6  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  muck — 5,2 
percent,  Lamoure  silt  loam — 5.2  percent,  peat — 2.7  percent,  and  meadow — 0.5 
percent,  _5/ 

Topography 

The  topography  of  the  western  part  of  the  county,  as  a  ^'hole,  is  al- 
most level  to  gently  rolline^.     The  hills  are  low  and  rounded  and  the  general 
slope  of  this  upland  plain  is  toward  the  southwest.     In  the  eastern  part  of 
the  county,   the  topography  is  strongly  rolling  to  moderately  hilly.

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This  topographic  condition  is  called  raorainic  topography  and  is  characterized 
"by  knotty,   morainic  hills  and  ridges  with  more  or  less  sharply  defined  out- 
lines.    These  hills  and  ridges  are  irregular  in  distribution.     They  are 
most  pronounced  in  the  vicinity  of  Forest  City  and  north  of  Lake  Mills. 
The  drainage  of  the  entire  county  is  inadequate;  most  of  the  streams  flow 
through  the  western  part  of  the  county.     Lime  Creek  flows  across  the  county 
from  north  to  south,  "but  has  few  important  tributaries^     In  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  county  Beaver  Creek  is  the  only  stream  of  any  conse- 
quence which  provides  any  natural  drainage,  6_/ 

Cliiiate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  44,8  degrees.  2.1 
The  average  precipitation  for  52  years  (1878-1930)  was  29.33  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  151  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  3 
and  October  1  recorded  from  1894  to  1930,  Q] 

Population 

Winnebago  County  has  experienced  a  rather  slow  but  steady  population 
growths     The  number  of  inhabitants  has  decreased  soaewhat  since  1920,  but 
the  decline  is  not  serious.     In  1930  it  had  a  density  of  33  persons  per 
square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44,     The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10~year  intervals:

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  21  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 8  elevators,  8  crearneries,  1  livestock  enterprise,  3  petroleum  plants 
and  1  lumber  yard^ 

As  a  whole,  they  had  5,403  members,  of  which  4,866  were  active,  and 
8,623  persons  did  business  with  the  21  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  "business  volume  of  $2,240,989  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  trans- 
acted $609,463  worth  of  "business. 

Cooperatives  may  "both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodi- 
ties for  distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives 
market  farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  14/ 

Fruit 

The  record  year  for  apples  was  1909,  when  22,324  trees  and  19,721 
bushels  were  recorded^     In  1934,  there  were  only  13,505  trees  and  2,864 
bushels,     peaches  and  cherries  have  never  been  of  any  conseq.uence.  In 
1894,  the  peak  year  for  plums,  12,645  trees  and  1,570  bushels  i-ere  listed. 
The  greatest  number  of  grape  vines,  11,605.  was  reported  in  1894,  but  the 
greatest  production,  42,442  pounds,  was  recorded  in  1909,  15/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'    statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as 
follows:  (1)  all  corn,  (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4)   corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  productions  the  acreage  otner  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied "by  the  yield  (derived  ty  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  "by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  huskedc     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  "both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  "by  the  state  assessors'  office  "because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  "best  acreages 
for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and 
lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  "by  the 
acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  Was  done  "by  counties  only  and  not  "by  townships.     The  to?7nship 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  "based 
only  on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  "bushels  husked.     The  total  corn 
acreage  is  shown  "by  township"  T7i  th  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply 
it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high 
figure^     The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936 
have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these 
yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive 
at  total  productions  for  the  co'anty. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  sho'^n  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assujued  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township 
yields  are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  ly38  and  1'3'6^  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,   mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  as- 
sessors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  then  tnose  in  Table  17  and  com- 
parison with  these  figu.res  will  provide  an  estinate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figures.
